Those bilk posters who are loudly demand 
ing that there shatl be no discrimination 
against newspaper agents who apply for 
svlicitorships in the Associated Bill postérs 
should read an article in the current issue 
of Printers’ ink. It is entitled “Country 
Publisher and Advertising Agent: One a 
Rogue, the Other an Ass.” It consists of 
extracts from an addr« delivered at the 
thirty-sixth wnnual session of the Ilinvis 
Press Association in Chicago, January 31, 
101, by Lafe Young, of Des Moines, Lowa. 
Ordered printed and sent to every news 
paper in the State of Iliavis. 

Our space will not permit us to give it in 
full, but we append a few extracts to show 
country Dill posters how the newspaper 
agent stands with country publishers: 

Nearly everybody has made money out of 
waat is eatled general advertising except- 
ing the @ountry publisher. * * * Great ad 
Vertisers make their contracts in a lump 
with what is called the general advertising 
agencies. Therefore these agencies for 
years have controlled the situation. They 
have grown to be too strong for the indi- 
vidual publisher to contend against them. 
They take large contracts and have the cu 
lire country to cover, and if they fail to 
get one country paper they will get > an 
other by their low offers. They in a meas- 
ure coerce the country publisher by the 
power which is given them by the great 
and systematic general advertiser. ‘They 
do not deal justiy with the country pub 
lisher, certainly not in omany instances. 
The form of contract arranged by the gen 
eral advertising agencies is gotten up to 
convict and to defeat the ends of jus ice. 
Such contracts usuauy make such require 
ments as to position. condition, cte.. as te 
make their correct fultitlment impossible. It 
is evident that some at least of these com 
plicated recuirements wre put in to secure 
advertising free of charge. 

Wao has made these agencies what they 
ate?” The country publisher. What capital 
have these agencies had usvally to start 
with: Noane whatever except desk room 
and a typewriter. The publishers of the 
tnited States send all of their papers to 
them free, and thus tueir capital stock is 
made up. If they have one client) whe 
spends $100,000 per year in) general adver 
tising, they have sunicient with which to 
found a general agency. They collect their 
bills from him every monéh. and then by 
Vigorous correspondence in many instances 
keep the money for vears and maybe for 
ever. Tam told that one of the large gon 
eral advertising agencies for many years 
has never owed the country publisher less 
tuan $500.009 at any one time. That 
amount the general ageney considers 
worth $30,000 or $35,000 per vear for use in 
the bank. The country publisher as a rule 
furnishes this money on which the general 
advertising agency grows rich. * * * The 


abuses connected with the vresent adver- 
tising agency business are almost too nu 


mention, and the country pub- 
lishers are not che only chumps, not the 
only suckers. Reeenthly a general advertis- 
ing agency backing a patent medicine has 
asked for a credit of eighteen months or 
more before one cent shou.a be paid. * * *

it the country newspaper has such a poor 
opinion of the newspaper agent as the fore 
going would see to indieate, why should 
the country bill poster uphold him’? There 
is evidence already at hand among the bill 
posters that newspaper avents are very 
slow vay. That alone ought to keep the 
bars up against further invasions.

Defense of Uniforms. 


A well-known distributor who has been 
connected with one of the largest concerns 
in the country, and who has been follow- 
ing the articles in this department oppos- 
ing the uniforming of distributors, writes 
as follows: “Il think that the gentlemen 
whe claim that it is impracticable te uni 
form distributors are in the wrong. What 
ix nicer in appearance taan a man in uni 
form doing work of any kind?’ The uni 
form which was adopted by the Interna- 
tional Listributers’ Asseciation, manufac- 
tured by LD). Klein & Bros., of 50 Walnut 
treet. Philadelphia. consists of a gray suit 
with brass buttons, suit trimmed in nar 
rew black braid. ‘Lhe coat is buttoned full 
on the neck, giving the entire suit a very 
natty appearance. The cap is of the same 
color and made in the same style as a con 
ductors cap. The total cost of the suit is 
S85 to the members of the I. DPD. A. and $6.25 
to non-members. TI have never seen any 
neater or more complete distributing than 
was done by tulward A. Stahlbrodt’s force 
of uniformed distributers in Rochester, and 
the same can be said of C. C. Ames, of 
Providence, RK. LL. and Owens, Varney & 
Green, of San Francisco. | might mention 
several others, but these are sufficient to 
illustrate my point. One ground of oppo 
sition to the uniformed distributer is that 
it is humiliating for men te ge areund in 
uniform unless members of some military 
organization The fallaey of this conten 
tien is shown by the facet that all street 
car conductors, motormen, employes of he 
tels, regimental bands and railroad em 
ployes and thousands of others appear in 
uniforms every day when on duty Why 
are distributors any better than the multi 
tudes of employes in other lines of busi 
ness’ IT will admit as true to a certain ex 
tent the claim that some of the distribu 
ters will have the uniferms thrown back 
on their heuds as mistits, but at the same 
time many of them hire bows, being un 
willing to pay men’s wages. For this class 
of distributors the ET Ph AL at the same 
meeting adented ao brown kahkai uniform 
Which casts ently SLT made to order, and 
which 's washable.

It is nothing newadays to pick up a copy

devoted to amusement interests and read 
the cards or wants of professionals. But it 
Was not ever thus, as I well recall. Now 


you may read the personal address of John 
Drew and Jim Flake—good on either end 
side by side, followed by the announcement 
of Maud Adams and Gertie Glue. 

While with Newcomb & Arlington = at 
their minstrel hall, on Twenty-eighth 
street, newr Broadway, in 1871, 1 became 
the New York Correspondent of John Stei 
son's Sporting Times, writing on theatrical 
matters and incidentally looking after some 


of the Boston publisher and managers’ 
other interests, considerably to my profit 
and a good deal more to my satisfaction: 
Being so well pleased with New York I 


elected to remain in the large town and not 
accompany the black band on tour. As it 
resulfed, 1 was the betier off for it) tinan- 
cially, but the X a week for the letter froia 
Stetson would not permit one to hang on in 


CGotham-—except by the eyebrows. So, to 
adil to my income, | contributed a series 
of humorous statistics to the New York 


Sunday Mercury, now extinet, but then a 
powertul and highly profitable and success- 
jul newspaper., It atso issued a country 
edition, with the “Sunday” omitted, and a 
large share of the extra issue devoted Jo 
amusements, ino vu endeayor—a vain en- 
deavor—to compete with the New York 
CHpper. And, by the way, I also wrote for 
the Clipper. 


Fortunately, during the summer John 
Stetson came to town, and T made his ae- 


quaintaince, to considerable advantage, 
selling him a serial and getting thereafter 
many jobs that he was glad to put in my 
way and | was joyful to execute. © Stetson 
was coining money, and paid liberally. Al- 
though the ex-pedestrian was a terror to 
some of his employes, we never had a word 
and I was never more fairly treated by 
any one for whom I shed ink. 

Occasionally Lo was called on for special 
writing or attention to some manager or 
stars interests, and I did not scramble for 
existence by any manner of means. But I 
had to spread lots of ink on paper to foot 
my bills. It costs a pretty penny to live 
in New York and keep up with the pro- 
cession, : 

Some professional people were not loth 
lo annnounce in the Clipper that they were 


“resting” or had “open = time.” A good 
many, in fact, of the younger performers 
and actors and managers were also tooling 
their teams and trving to sell their claims. 
That was what aroused the cupidity of the 
Mercury folks in seeking to trespass in the 
Clippers field of tall grass. 

The growth of amusemeut advertising in 
the Clipper was slow, and it was some time 
before local managers used it as a medium 
or tent it) any encouragement. Laura 
Keene was the first to lead the way. Be 
ing an Englishwoman, she, of course, was 
a reader and a believer in the class paper, 
because she appreciated its value by the 
knowledge and use of the London Era. 
And it may be remarked that the Era was 
originally modeled in the same type as the 
Clipper and was devoted to sporting mat 


ters, and amusement interests as well. 
Later the Era dropped the sports. 
Living at the St. Charles Hotel, G4S 


Broadway — the circus headquarters— Ll came 
in contact and acquaintance with many ad- 
vance agents of the tent shows, and was a 
welcome visitor to Room No. 1, where they 
gathered to exchange stories and boast of 
the triumphs of the past season. A smart, 
sharp, jolly lot they were, and [T wrote 
them up in the circus number of the Clip 
per in a big spread entitled “Room No. 1, 
or 2 Night With the Circus Folks.” 

By the time my yarn was in print T was 
ready to follow off a red wagon, and, be- 
ing an advertiser, | took my own medicine 
and inserted the following card in the 
Clipper:

Away down on the Indian River, in Flor- 
ida, there is a town called Titusville which 
bousts of as enterprising a newspaper as 
ean be found in the whole country. The 
paper in question is the Indian River Ad- 
vyocate, and is published by Graham & 
Walton. In-a recent issue they say: 


A CIRCUS COMING. 


We understand a circus will exhibit in 
Titusville on the 22d inst. The coming of 
such an exhibition 1s always an important 
event. A circus’is always a benefit to the 
merchants. Many people come from long 
distances to see the show and, incidentally, 
do «x good deal of trading while in town. 
Railroad companies shoutu give excursion 
rates on such occasions; and we do not be- 
lieve it is a sound or wise policy for any 
town to impose an cxhorbitant license tax. 
we understand the coming circus had so 
much difficulty in obtaining an eligible lot 
at a reasonable price to erect their tents, 
that the advance agent was in doubt 
whether it would pay for the show to come 
to Titusville. We had never given the sub- 
ject much thought heretofore, but it seems 
to us a town government which renders it 
difficult for a circus to. visit the place by 
imposing almost prohibitery conditions, 
stands in its own light. We feel confident 
the coming of a circus at this season will 
be the means of causing at least a hundred 
people to visit Titusville from down-river 


points, especially if the railroad acts lib- 
erally by giving excursion rates; and the 


crowd that comes to town to see the circus 
will leave many hundreds of dollars with 
our merchants, and carry home lots of mer- 
chandise, particularly Christmas goods. Al|- 
ways welcome the circus for the sake of 
the small boy and for the sound business 
prirciples of which we have hinted.

The percentage 
ot out-of-town people at the night show is 
always very small, for the reason that 
farmers and excursionists from adjacent 
towns always attend the afternoon per- 
formance in order to get home before dark. 
The expense of a cireus will not only ab- 
sorb the entire receipts of the night house, 
but will also make great inroads on the 
amount taken in at the afternoon perform- 
ance. The press ef the country at large 
will have to take this matter up sooner or 
later. Municipal greed in the matter of li- 
censes will have to ve curbed. The Amer- 
ican circus is a national institution, and its 
welfare is seriously menaced.

HEARD ON THE RIALTO. 


A Batch of News and Gossip 
from the Theatrical Center. 


New York, April 2.—(Special.)—The air is 
rife now with rumors of new play houses. 
Disregarding those which are to a degree 
ephemeral, there looms up Hammerstein's 
Drury Lane Theater at Eighth avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street, where demolition of 
the old buildings is now in hand. Kirk 
La Shelle’s Coloniai Theater at Broadway 
and Forty-seventh street is also assured; 
the money has been paid over, the con- 
tractors employed and ground will be bro- 
ken May 1. The Broadway front will be 
an office building above the entrance. The 
stage will be 70 feet wide and 36 feet deep. 

A location destined for an ideal theatrical 
center is the “Circle” at Fifty-ninth street 
and Eighth avenue, and through injunc- 
tions and like proceedings dance halls have 
been kept away. The Paulist Fathers suc- 
cessfully opposed the advent as a “‘man- 
ager” in their neighborhood of ‘Billy’? Me- 
Glory, of unsavory repute. There are sev- 
eral vacant so-called halls awaiting tenants, 
but the police have denied them licenses. 
Now comes the advice that a syndicate 
wants the site of Durland’s old riding acad- 
emy for a theater. It affords exposure on 
all sides, occupying a smali-sized block op- 
posite Central Park. 

Another location facing the Ciccle is 
sought by Stair & Nicolai, who want it for 
a vaudeville house to be styled the Majes- 
tic. Far-seeing ones predict that the next 
decade will find this neighborhood the Ri- 
alto of that period. It has already earned 
the title “the new Tenderloin.”” A syndi- 
eate, the names of those composing it be- 
ing withheld, is negotiating for the north- 
west corner of Broadway and Forty-first 
street for the building of a theater there. 

It is not as yet definitely settled that the 
Manhattan Theater opened by the late 
“Josh”? Hart as a variety house in the ear- 
ly 80's, and the scene of many successes, is 
to be razed. 

John H. Haverly, well known in the the- 
atrical world as manager and minstrel man, 


will again go before the public as an 
amusement producer. This he will do 
through the J. H. Haverly Amusement 


Company, and his venture will be in Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Haverly will call this place the 
Haverly Musee and Concert Parlors, and 
will open about May 1 with a continuous 
performance program from 10 a. m. to 11 
p. m. There will be wax works, following 
the line of the Eden Musee in Manhattan, 
and other features calculated to attract the 
best patro.age. 

New York is, if signs may be interpreted, 
destined to enjoy plays at something like 
reasonable charges of admission. There 
have been of late premonitions that man- 
agers were awakening to the fact that two 
dollars for a 50-cent show will nof find 
favor with the theater-going public. Facts 
talk! Now comes Manager George W. Led- 
erer, who will present high-class vaudeville 
at the Metropolitan Opera House through- 
out the year other than the ten weeks of 
grand opera, or at a hippodrome to be built 


this summer, with prices of admission 
ranging trom 15 cents to 50 cents. Last 
week Oscar Hammerstein, than whom 


there is no more astute manager in the 
country, tired of watching the well-dressed 
crowds going to a 50-cent theater not far 
removed from his offices, decided to make 
the prices of good easy seats on the first 
floor of the Victoria 50 cents. Ile can sell 
out the house ten times over nightly now 
at this figure. Before he did this Manager 
Jacob Litt, of the Broadway Theater, 
whose gigantic production, “‘The Price of 


Peace,” noticed elsewhere, said ‘$2 is too 
much: make the prices from 25 cents to 
$1.50." At the New York Theater the Sire 


Brothers, managers, put the price for the 
best seats in the house down to 50 cents, 
and the fine bill there occasions the sell- 
ing out of the house ten days ahead. Kos- 
ter & Bial now sell their best seats for 70 
cents, and have the “standing room” sign 
out. Besides Proctor’s and Keith's, the 
best known of the continuous houses, 
where half a dollar gets a good seat, there 
are the American and Murray Hill The- 
aters, homes of good stock companles, both 
changing bills weekly, charging 25, 35 and 
50 cents, and crowding the houses. 

The most spectacular dramatic disclosure, 
perhaps, of the season was when the 
Broadway Theater was reopened with “*The 
Price of Peace.’

Representing the combined interests of 
Mr. wrank C. Bostock, "The Animal King,’’ 
the Messrs. Ferari and the Levitt and Sea- 
man enterprises, all of which are estab- 
lished standard attractions in the street 
fair realm, the writer naturally had great 
interest in the success of *’The Biliboard’s” 
special street fair edition, and that it did 
surpass ali previous efforts typographically, 
artistically and in having a surplus of in- 
teresting matter upon this particular sub- 
ject is a source of congratulation among 
the entire profession. After reading col- 
umn after column, and digesting the same 
thorughly, it would appear to an outsider 
and one not interested that all contributors 
were unanimous in the desire for success, 


while the major pertion was impressed 
with the idea that only through them 


could anything successful be accomplished. 
The capital “1” stood forth prominently in 
all the signed articles. After sixteen years 
of experience in the amusement line, of 
Whicu three years have been devoted to 
street fairs and open-air amusements, an 
acquaintance either personally or profes- 
sionally has been acuuired by the writer 
with most of the gentlemen who kindly 
lent their efforts and pushed their pencils 
tow assist, if possible, in making this par- 
ticular number of your publication a val- 
uable addition to their office files of infor- 
mation. | can state truthfully, and know 
at the same time, that every amusement 
manager acquainted with this line of work 


will verify the fact that those who sub- 
mitted the lengthiest arguments, personal 
views and dreamland theories are today 


the least interested financially of the many 
who are hustling day and night to make 
the street fair a prominent American pas- 
lime. The fact that one has a Close rela- 
street fair business does not 
make the absent brother a promoter of ex- 
perience, and the argument that in Eng- 
land, Ireland, Siberia or South Africa a 
concession to use public streets could not 
be secured, and is, therefore, all out of or- 
der in this country, is about the weakest 
argument against the very popular and 
growing carnival period that has yet been 
advanced. Monarchs rule the old world, the 
people control America. The streets, the 
walks, the parks and all places where citi- 
zens assemble represent in taxes an 
amount personally invested by every one, 
and are not the private property of public 
servants who are elected by the people to 
carry out the duty of their offices, and 
when any reputable body, organization or 
society who are qualified residents of a city 
desire to provide a festival time for the en- 
tire population, it would be hard to find in 
free and equal America an official invested 
with brief authority that would be an ob- 
struction to their merry-making plans. 
None but Aunt Naney would attempt to 
dampen their ardcr or discourage them in 
their untiring efforts to bring about an era 
of prosperity and neighborly good fellow- 
ship among their cwn population and that 
of their surrounding sister cities. The pro- 
prietor of a knife-board, lemonade stand or 
the manager of a merry-go-round will ever 
be jealous of the wealthier amusement 
manager. This is only human nature, and 
is excusable on that ground. 

The fact will always remain that the 
greatest friends of the street fair idea are 
those who have invested their thousands. 
The spiteful bickerings of the small fry 
will never deter the reputable manager in 
his policy of enlargement and extending 
the sphere of his operations. The company 
that controls a score or more of well estab- 
lished and legitimate amusement. enter- 
prises invests an enormous sum to place 
these amusements on favorable locations in 
a city where a carnival has been promoted. 
They, to be financially successful, must 
beve a successful fair. Their interests are, 
therefore, identical with the local body un- 
der whose auspices the fair is given, and 
instead of dissension, harmony is the pre- 
vailing issue. 

Formerly the exhibition of goods, wares 
and products were the features of street 
festivals, the events being made annual 
and attracting great concourses of people, 
the invading of the amusement field to find 
diversion for the visitors was only a logi- 
“al result. If the people had not demanded 


yarious and diversified exhibitions none 
would haye been given, and today the 
amusement feature of the carnival is the 
one attraction that brings the assembled 
thousands. 

Since the field was opened, it was 


only natural that caterers of public amuse- 
ment would go to the very limit of their 
resources to excel their various competi- 
tors. “All is fair in love and war,” and the 
show business, therefore, a company or cor- 
poration, that can provide the best at the 
same carnival associations that 
would-be competitors strive to furnish, are 
entitled to and receive the consideration 
of brainy men and unselfish citizens. The 
above mentioned companies, in which the 
writer has been continually interested for 


cost to 


the last fourteen months, are more than 
willing to stand by the reputation they 
have established to back their argument 


that only perfected and organized Midways 
with combined exhibitions are the true 
source of success for either paid, enclosed 
or free street fairs. The idea advanced 
that local citizens who are engaged in the 
higher walks of the business world contin-

ually could, at a moment's notice, with- 
GQeaw Irom tuner mereantile cares and 


plunge into the show business for a period 
of one week successfully, is) almost too 
weak for contradiction. firstly, thousands 
would bave to be expended for temporary 
flimsy structures, enclosures and canvases 
that would soon fill the junk shops at the 
end of a rainy week. The harvest time for 
the rag pickers, instead of the merchants, 
would begin. The gentleman of managerial 
abilities who had kindly lent his services 
for the purpose of managing this ¢ viglom- 
eration of mistits from Baxter street, the 
Bowery and the New Orleans levee wourd 
retire wicu kis princely salary bulging from 
his pockets and no obligations to restrain 
him from taking the first train out of town, 
while the poor, “deluded merchant, who 
has been impressed with the idea that he 
could be a successful manager on short no- 
tice, would be behind the counter once 
more, tearing it off by the yard, trying to 
recuperate his losses and paying coustant 
Visits to the near-by wet goods establish- 
ment to get rid of the bitter taste that still 
submerged his palate. Where the so much 
criticized “*Midway Carnival Company,” re 
gardless of the management under which 
it exists, takes all the chances for gain or 
snd untoads carlond after carlod of 
beautiful exhibitions, any one of which has 
“uh eXterior that Cosecs there than the encore 
industrial street, the local committee would 
do well to remember the oid adage, ‘*Fol- 
low your calling and stick to your trade.” 
Mr. frank C. Bostock and his immediate 
associates have no desire to dictate the pol- 
icy of any body of citizens regarding the 
holding of a stret fair. Local conditions are 
best governed by those who understand 
them, and the same policy holds good in 
the amusement way. They do claim, how- 
ever, and justly so, that they have more 
actual cash invested in any one of their 
Midway outfits than all other alleged 
amusement institutions combined. Those 
who are so free with their advice about 
running a stret fair would profit more by 
practically putting to use their energies for 
the purpose of criticizing a burlesque show 
or writing political editorials for a country 
weekly, or they might obtain a lucrative po- 
sition as press censor to the Chinese Emp- 
eror. When the self-styled ‘Carnival 
Kings,”’ “*Past Masters” and ‘You can’t be 
successful without Me,” and the = great 
“T's of the street fair business whose 
practical experience is gained from obser- 
vation, invests a few thousand dollars, and 
not dreams in this particular line, their 
statements will-have some weight with the 
business world, as well as with those who 
are professionally engaged. Beautiful, at- 
tractive amusement enterprises that add 
materially to the appearance of the city 
are as much to be desired as rag-shop bunt- 
ing and Chinese lanterns. Reputable ex- 
hibitions or good managers with the proper 
amusement menu will never lack for good 
cities in which to place their various en- 
tertainments. It will be a “survival of the 
fittest." and proper investigations will 
quickly and thoroughly demonstrate where 
such is to be found, and the enlarged, com- 
bined Midways will continue to last and 
find equal favor with the public as long as 
street fairs or carnivals are given in Amer- 
ica. It simply, when all is said and done, 
resolves itself into a business proposition, 
and any man or body of men would natur- 
ally prefer placing their contracts for 
amusement in the hands of a manager who 
has them and money to back them, than 
into those of one who has to get them. A 
school child will buy its supplies at one 
trading point rather than exhaust its en- 
ergies in running from one establishment 
to another, buying a pencil here and a pen- 
holder there. 

Mr. Frank C. Bostock and the Messrs. 
Joseph and Francis Ferari, together with 
Levitt and Seaman, count their friends by 
the thousand oved the entire United States. 
They have been made in every city where 
they have visited by fulfilling every prom- 
ise made, just and upright dealings with 
the local committees, and by always pre- 
senting nothing but what the very 
best could visit with impunity. This sea- 
son will far surpass all previous efforts, 
and our competitors, whom we respect for

Director Bostock left Saturday night for 
Buffalo to make the final arrangements for 
the gorgeous decorations of the interior of 
his wild animal arena. He has engaged 
Prof. Tony Giazone, the noted 'talian art- 
ist, to superintend the work. 

It is a well-known fact that the animals 
of Director General Bostock, of the Zoo, 
especially the camels, are always in better 
condition and live lenger than those of any 
other manager or animal owner. There is 
a reason for this, and the News, after care- 
ful investigation, has diseoevered it. In 
making the discovery it was also ascer- 
tained that an Indianapolis boy figures con- 
spicuously in the system that brings good 
health and longevity to Mr. Bostock’s ani 
mals. Twice a week the animals are al- 
lowed to breathe an air that is the exact 
counterpart ef the air over the desert of 
Sahara, the home of the camel. A sack is 
placed over the camel's head, as shown in 
the accompanying picture. To this a rub- 
ber tube is attached, which connects with 
a pump. A small tube runs from the pump 
to the sma!! retort or reservoir that is on 
the table. This retort, or reservoir, con- 
tains the peculiar desert air, which is 
pumped into the air-tight sack or case for 
th» came! to breathe. 

The gentleman who discovered and makes 
this air is Prof. De Lotell. His right name 
is Burt Weadon, whose parents reside at 
94 Woodlawn avenue. The ingredients 
that go to make up the air are known to 
no one but the professor. It is his secret, 
and of course he will not divulge it. Mr. 
Bostock employs him at a good round fig- 
ure, and, as stated, twice a week the 
camels are allowed to breathe this alr, 
which permeates the entire system, giving 
them strength of hody and tone of action. 

Prof. De Lotell is now at work getting up 
an air for tigers and lions and such ani- 
mals that are trained and can be handled. 
The camel in the picture that is taking the 
invigorating air tonic is “‘Holy Moses,”” the 
lineage of which can he traced to the his- 
toric camels that in the good old days car- 
ried Abraham, Jacob and Isane over their 
native soil, DOC WADDELL.

The aerial globe will cost $1,000,000, Its 
main feature will be an immense cireular 
hall or rotunda measuring 20 feet in diam- 
> feet from the ground. The entire 
structure, from base to top, will be 555 
feet, the same as the Washington Monu 
ment, 

Surmounting the globe will be an observ 
atory tower tity tive feet high, divided 
into three stories, the top one intended for 
the United States Weather Bureau, with 
4 gigantic searchlight in constant motion. 

Elevators and promenades about the 
globe will accommodate the public, An 
other novel snggestion is a telescople tower 
to be raised, seetion after seetion, until the 
observatory on the top attains an altitude 
of 1.500 feet, whieh Is 518 feet higher than 
the Eiffel tower and 955 feet higher than 
the Washington monument. The tower Is 
the Invention of a native of Louisiana. 

A unique scheme proposed is a mammoth 
eave designed somewhat after the famous 
Kentucky grotte. It would be brilliantly 
illuminated by varbleolored electric lHghts.

Warning to Race Associations. 
In site of the fact that the law of the 

land is intended te prohibit: gambling in 
any form, it would seem that certain forms 
of gambling ean be sanetioned and pro 
tected by special legislation if the object 
comes under the -jesuitieat prineiple that 
good may come of it. For instance, take the 
history of the Louisiana Lottery. Our State 
legislation permitting betting on licensed 
race courses is a recognition of the fact that 
it is geal to control seme things which, ex 
perience teaches us, can bet be suppressed. 
Among other things, it was supposed to d> 
away with the elty poolroom, which, ac- 
cording to the lite Recorder Smyth, is re 
sponsible for more than half of the crimes 
that occur in N.Y. City. The idea was that 
itn wouklecontrel the betting on races through 
the Heensed associations, and confine it to 
the licensed property of these associations. 
Unfortunately, it is a failure, as far as this 
is concerned, because it neither controls nor 
coutines it; on the contrary, it rather helps 
the very evil that, everybody admits, ought 
to be discouraged; and, sooner or later, 
seme scandal will precipitate a rising of 
public opinion egainst) the poolroom evil 
that will include raeing in it, and may undo 
what has cost se much time and labor te 
accomplish. Now that leg slation, with a 
view to establish proper racing on a seund 
legal basis, is being agitated in many other 
States, the question of bett-nz on races 
ought to be considered at the same time. 
Since we can’t do away with what the liw 
has hitherto cepsidered a public evil, at 
least we ean try to control it so as to de 
stroy its irredeemably bad features. Why 
not take a hint from another country that 
has suceeeded in selving the problem in a 
way that is apparently satisfactory? Racing 
in France is, from a governmental point, 
in much better shape than it is in Great 
Britain. <A government commission, such 
as we have in this State, supervises the 
eountry’s interests in racing, and the bet 
ting is conntied to the Paris mutuels, under 
the management of the Jockey Clab, and 
net run in the interest of individuals. Thos 
system of betting succeeds in confining it 
te the leensed enclosures and to the re- 
sponsible jockey club. (With us it would 
make elty poolrooms impossible, because 
there would be no “post odds."") It makes 

sible to bet against a horse, there 
by menimizing the incentive to lose a race: 
furthermore, it transfers the profits from 
the pockets of the bookmakers to the jockey 
club, whence part is distributed in char!- 
ties, ete., through the government. and the 
rest, in races, throvgh the jockey elub, 
whieh handles about $12,000,000 annually 
from the “mutuals” and other sources. 
these who coutemplate framing bills with 
the object of establishing racing in their 
respective States could get this sort of bet 
ting sanctioned at the same time, it would 
be a good thing for seciety, rac.ng and the 
country at lirge,

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Increased Popularity of the 
Trotter. 


The confidence of the many associations 
that hawe se far advertised their meetings 
is nowhere shown more clearly than in tire 
fact that neariy all lave guaranteed stakes 
recher than é@éver before. Few are the as- 
sociations of unportance that have no $5,000 
stake, and what was once a sensational 
prize is now taken as a matter of course. 
Yhe earning capacity of the trotter and 
pacer is necessar.ly governed by the amount 
of money to be raced for, and this season 
lends all previous years, Not only are all 
of the older associations in line, but two 
new and most important ones that have 
never been known as trotting associations 
eaine inte promimence through their an- 
nouncements. The trotter has invaded the 
field of the thoroughbred at Memphis and 
Brighton Beach, and each is bound to play 
un tinportant part in trotting. 

Poday a trotter becomes, by virtue of his 
opportunities, a business proposition. He 
can not only earn his oats, but a fortune for 
his owner, and this is as it should be, for 
while the ideal sport is one that is followed 
tor sport's sake, racing is such an expen- 
sive tuxury that unless there is some op- 
portumty of winning expenses, none but 
very ren men can indulge in it as a pas- 
tine, and as many of the best sportsmen in 
America are bien of moderate means, the 
fact that a stable of trotters cun be made 
self-sustaining leads many men into the 
sport that would otherwise be deprived of 
that pleasure. 

‘The more money that the associations of 
America offer, the more good horses will be 
seen. and consequently racing the light- 
harness horse will improve, and the public 
will attend in greacer numbers. Great 
stikes draw great crowds, not by reasog: of 
the money ac stake alone, but beeause the 
xreat horses are to be seen, and racing can 
net thrive when play.ng to empty benches. 
‘the prosperity of the trotting turf will re- 
suit i tiainy new reforms that are greatly 
needed. Not the least in importance is the 
iuprovement over the present entrance fee. 
‘Len or every five per cent, while it may be 
ut hecessity to the associations that do not 
cuter to the public, are a drag-net to trot- 
ting, and one great reason why futurities 
und other colt stakes have grown in popu- 
lar.ty is that the entrance fee is so small 
in comparison with «se prize. Viorsemen 
have been trotting for ther own money, a 
cond tion of affairs made necessary because 
associitions were not able to add much to 
their stakes, due entirely to the facet that 
the gate receipts were pot sufficient to reim- 
burse the treasury. For this the asseeia- 
tions are themselves responus.ble. It is not 
that trott.ng is net popular, for no form of 
sport apperls more strongly to the Ameri- 
can people than this, but it is because the 
puble is not attracted by the management 
of trotting meetings. The actual contests 
themselves enthuse the spectators, but the 
many inconveniences, annoying delays and 
cheerless surround ngs do much to mar the 
sport. ‘Trotting meeings should be made so 
attractive that the layman is pleased as 
well as the regular.
